other of the great unknowables in 
the Soviet picture, Tt has not 
been tested In a major war. . 

In the Far East the Sovict forces

nlace on the Manchurian and 
Mongolian frontiers, But these 


clashes were on’ a limited seule; 
and the Japanese Army Is, not 
first-class, by Western standards.

Japan is ahend of any 
other Asiatle country, but: behind 
the more advanced Western pow- 
ers. ays 

On the other hand, the Red 
Army did not cover itself with 
gldry in Finland. By sheer welght 
of ‘man power and artillery — it 
finally forced its way through the 
Mannerhelm Line, But thls par- 
tla! defeat—for the Finns were 
rtill on their feet and still Aghting 
when the peace was signed—-of 2 
gallant Uttle country of 400,000 
people contrasts significantly with 
the total knock-outs which Herr 
Hitler's war machine inflicted 
unon Poland in three weeks, and 
on France in six weeks, If there 
is to be any war between Ger- 
many and the Sovict Union it wil!

Ieo-Free Ports Sought 


Russian history is the story o! 
steady expansion, sometimes by 
conquest, sometimes by colonisa- 
tion, toward seas wilh — ice-free 
ports, The Muscovite stute of the 
sixteenth century was a landlock- 
cd mass, Its only sea: contact with 
the outside world being through 
the northern port of Archangel. 
Bit by bit this landlocked mass 
cexranded to the west, to the south, 
to the cast. . 

Peter the Great opened a win- 
dow to Europe by conquering the 
Baltic coast fram Sweden and' set- 
ting up his new chpltal of St. 
Petersburg, Catherine II swept to 
the shores of the Blatk Sea, Dur- 
ing the nineteenth century Russia 
completed a process" of ‘colonisa- 
tlon and conquest In Siberia and 
developed ijs main Pacifle port of 
Vladivostok. .

Their foundling hame was orl- 
ginolly started by Dr. & Mrs, H. 
Lechmere Clift many years ago in 
Nenning ond Inter taken over by 
the B.C.MLS. When the Reds over~ 
ron Kwangsi in 1925 the British 
nisalonaries were forced to flee 
with their charges and afler great 
privutions reached Halphong. The 
fome was later moved to Hong 
Kong and cventuelly found its 
way to Fanling, where they have 
ample ommodution for the JO 
Ch.nese gitls under the care of 
Miss Iris Critchall, In thelr 
grounds, which were acquired 
carly this year, the children are 
teusht to pour poultry and pists 
and it is hoped that thelr garden 
produce will obtain a receptive 
market.

Abnost every course of action

Not only were many dissimilar de- 
signs of submarines undertaken, 
but the military authorities abso- 
lutely rafused to release mechanics 
and shipyard workers from — the 
Army for work on submarine con- 

ruction, In addition, diplomatic 
representations made by President 
Wilson, caused unrestricted © sub- 
marine warfare to be sparingly 
apnlied until just before the Unit- 
ed States entered the war, 


The net result wos failure to 
utilise the tremendous possibilities 
offered by unrestricted submarine | 
warfare until too late, Had the 
war yone on for another six: 
months, there is no telling what 
‘he result would have been, for in 
Inte 1918 Germany hod a stand- 
a'dised submarine building pro- 
gramme In full swing, and count- 
ed on producing from 30 to’ 50 
submarines during 1919, + 


Following the armistice it was 


-found that about 100 new sub- 


marines were  ufloat and nearly 
comnieted, and another 125 hulls 
on the stocks were in various 


slagcs of comptetion.
